great difficulties are frequently found to 
arise in making out Title to Freehold Property in Ireland , 
by reason not only of the number of old outstanding Judgments in 
the respective courts of King's Bench, Common Pleas, and Ex- 
chequer, in that part of the United Kingdom, appearing unsatisfied 
on record, though considerable numbers of the same are actually paid 
off and discharged, but also by reason that in many cases the 
Defendants in Judgments entered in said Courts are not sufficient y 
described so as to identify the persons against whom such Judgments 
are actually recovered, to the great impediment of the due transfer 
of such Freehold Property, and to the great disquiet of Purchasers 
thereof for valuable considerations, and it is expedient that a Remedy 
be provided for the same; it therefore CfclUKteb by The KING’S 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, THAT 
from and after the day of all Judgments 

entered or to be entered in His Majesty’s court of King’s Bench, 
Common Pleas, or Exchequer, in Ireland, above years from 

the date of the entry thereof, shall be null and void as against pur- 
chasers for valuable consideration of any lands, tenements or here- 
ditaments appearing to be bound or affected thereby, unless the 
same be duly revived, and the revival thereof entered in the record 
thereof in manner hereinafter mentioned, within years next 

before the execution of the conveyance, settlement, mortgage, lease, 
or other deed or instrument vesting or transferring any legal or equi- 
table right, title, estate or interest in or to such Purchaser for valuable 
consideration.

And be it further Enacted, That when and as often as any 
Judgment shall be dilly revived in any of the Courts aforesaid, tbe 
proper officer of such respective Court shall and may, on the order 
of revival being presented to him, make or cause to be made in the 
margin of the Roll of such Judgment, an entry of such revival, and 5 
the date of it, in the form or to the effect following; “ Revived this 
day of ” and which said entry 

shall in all cases be and be held to be conclusive evidence of the due 
revival of such Judgment, without producing the Judgment of Re- 
vivor ; and the said officer shall also, in the margin of such Roll, and I0 
immediately under said entry, state in writing the name and resi- 
dence of the attorney employed to revive such Judgment. 

And be it further Enacted, That whenever it shall be proved to 
the satisfaction of any of said Courts on the part of any person in- 
terested in the debt due on any Judgment entered or to be entered 15 
therein, that from circumstances appearing by the affidavit or affi- 
davits of any person or persons capable of deposing thereto, it would 
be impracticable, or attended with unreasonable inconvenience, ex- 
pense or delay, to revive such Judgment strictly according to law, 
and the course and practice 6f such Court, and also that such debt 20 
or some part thereof still remains justly due and owing on foot of 
such Judgment, it shall and may be lawful for such Court to order 
that such Judgment shall be revived for the purposes of this Act, 
and thereupon the officer of such Court shall make, or cause to be 
made in the margin of the Roll of such Judgment, an entry of such 2 r 
order, and the date of it, in the form or to the effect following; 

“ Ordered to be revived pursuant to the

' da y of and which said order and entry shall 

have the like force and effect for the purposes of this Act only as if QO 
Judgment of Revivor had been duly obtained on such Judgment, and 3 
duly entered in the margin of the Roll thereof, in manner herein: 
before directed: Provided always, That nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall extend or be construed to extend in any manner to 
affect or prejudice arty Judgment whatsoever, as between the parties 
thereto, their representatives, or those deriving as Volunteers under 35 

them. 

AND for the purpose of furnishing the means in all cases here- 
after to identify the parties to all Judgments in the Courts aforesaid ■ 

BE it further Enacted, That from and after the 
the attorney employed for the purpose 0 r entering or making up 
Judgment hi any of said Courts shall, previous to the entering 
thereof, deliver to , lie-officer whose duty it'W fo cause such Judgment 
to be entered, a note in writing, stating the degree, quality, pro- 

fession 
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fession or trade, and also the place of residence of the several parties 
thereto, and thereupon such officer shall make an entry of said 
particulars in the margin of the Roll of said Judgment. 



And be it further Enacted, That no officer shall be obliged to 
g enter any Judgment on the Rolls of any of said Courts, until such 
note in writing shall have been delivered to him as aforesaid ; and 
if after having received the same, he shall neglect or refuse to enter 
the particulars thereof in the margin of the Roll of such Judgment, 
he shall forfeit and pay the sum of to any 

IO person suing for the same : Provided always, That no neglect, error 
or omission of any officer of any of said Courts with respect to 
the entering in the margin of the Roll of any Judgment of the 
degree, quality, profession, trade or place of residence of any of the 
parties to said Judgment, shall in any manner vitiate or affect the 
validity of the same.
